ST LOUIS ip — State o f f ic ia ls 
pleaded today with defiant strik­ 
ers 
to end their 
three-day shut­ 
down of St. Louis' public transpor­ 
tation system. 
Atty. Gen. .John M 
Dalton, the 
key man in the negotiations, was 
frankly 
reluctant to impose the 
penalties of the state law under 
which 
Gov.

the strikebound company 
and ordered the strikers back to 
work. 
Dalton said he was “optimistic” 
of arranging a -ettlcment and that 
leader- of the .striking AFL transit 
union were “cooperative.” But he 
added there was no hope of getting 
St. Louis’ street cars and buses 
running again before late today— 
ii then. 
It was bad news for the 250,000 
persons who use the public service 
com pany’s street cars and buses 
daily.

cooperatives, which also 
want the power, do not have the 
lines to pick up the power at the 
dam Both have offered to buy the 
power. 


Under Jaw, cooperatives and pub­ 
lic agencies must get “ preference” 
over private utilities on the sale 
of federal power. 
Aandahl has argued that since 
the cooperatives do not have the 
necessary transmission lines, they 
could not take the power even if 
the government agreed to sell it to 
them.
